In the first place, Duffy as­ 
serted, salesmanship is 
im port­ 
ant to every business because it 
enables that business to stay in 
business. Selling is not a job for 
morons, he w ent on. but is a high­ 
ly -penalized profession and one 
that 'nobody need ho ashamed of. 
There are many ways in which 
a sales person may make selling 
easier and, he continued, there 
are three basic rules involved in 
any sale. 1. There must be a pros­ 
pect; 2. He must have the money 
or credit to make the purchase, 
and 3. He must have the authori­ 
ty to make the purchase. 
In addition a successful sales 
person must have a genuine and 
sincere desire to be of service to 
the customer, not merely make a 
sa’e because the sales person is 
pa>d for doing it. 
Fverv business in the world is 
built uoon the fundamental id°a 
of making life better for someone 
in some way. 
To be a successful sales person 
one should know something about 
the prospect; find out something 
about him or her that you can 
like so you can meet him as a 
friend. 
Don’t 
make snap judg- 
me 1 that you don’t like some­ 
thing about the prospect. There is 
something about everybody that 
is likeable and everyone, every­ 
where, has someone, somewhere 
who thinks he’s a “swell guy.” 
I* is also important, the speak­ 
er continued, that a sales person 
in the prospect’s confidence in 
the sales person and the com- 
panv he. or she, represents. When 
calling the prospect’s attention to 
something, begin with what the 
prospect knows is the truth.

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Drive safely yourself, and back 
Ihe police in a crackdown on the 
reckless driver. 
That advice was given m otorists 
today by the National Safety Coun­ 
cil. which, with the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police, is 
u rg ;ng strict enforcement of traffic 
laws over the Fourth of July. 
With traffic deaths up 
10 per 
rent so far this year and a new 
all-time high record 
threatening, 
there is a real traffic safety em er­ 
gency, the Council said. 
The death toll on Memorial day, 
also a onc-day holiday, was 56 per 
cent higher than for a normal Wed 
nesday at this tim e of year. Unless 
enforcem ent and driver caution are 
stepped up. traffic deaths over the 
Fourth will exceed the M emorial 
Day toll, the Council predicted. 


“ Most drivers are decent, law -j 
abiding citizens, whose only traffic j, 
faults are inattention, thoughtless- > 
nes or ineptitude,” said Ned II. 
Dearborn, Council president, “but 
the speeder, the show-off and the 
drinking driver are potential m ur­ 
derers and they should be treated 
like any other crim inal, 
“ You hear people moan about 
•unfair’ tactics of police in tripping 
up speeders, drunks and 
other 
traffic offenders. W hat’s unfair a- 
bout it? 
“ Is traffic enforcement a friendly 
game between police and would-be 
killers, to be played according to 
sporting rules?” Dearborn asked. 
“Let the police hide behind bill­ 
boards. Let them take the red 
flashers off their cars. Let them 
use plain automobiles. Do police 
notify a burglar that they're wait­ 
ing in the store to catch him when 
he breaks in? 
“ The time has come when It not 
only is advisable but necessary for 
traffic police to use every legal 
and legitim ate tactic to make our 
highways safer. No 
enforcement 
can be too tough if we are to make 
a real dent in a traffic toll that al­ 
ready-is a disgrace to a civilized 
nation.” 
The Council also warned the pub­ 
lic against other Fourth of July 
tragedies, which last year killed 
805 persons. Traffic took 407 lives, 
drownings 251 and miscellaneous 
accidents 146. Only one death was 
caused by fireworks.

COLBERT STAYS ON 
Obviously Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Bensen intends to do nothing 
about the Agricultural stabilization 
and conservation program mess in 
M issouri, nor will he fire Murray 
Colbert of the state ASC committee 
despite Colbert’s own admissions 
this week that he had overstepped 
his bounds. 
Colbert, an overbearing and aut­ 
ocratic political bully, has stirred 
up m ore trouble in M issouri during 
his tenure than has been reported 
in the other 47 states put together. 
He has even adm itted his guilt. Yet 
Benson declares he is 
perfectly 
“ satisfied” with the way things are 
going in Missouri, and contends he 
has done a lot to give the program 
back to the farm ers. 
Look at the record. In 15 coun­ 
ties, entire boards 
have 
been 
sum m arily fired, in m ost cases 
for refusing to knuckle down to 
the state com m ittee. Trouble of 
serious nature has brewed in at 
least 25 counties. G reene County’s 
own W. H. Pipkin was ousted for 
daring to speak the truth at a pub­ 
lic meeting, even though it w asn't 
a too-critical truth of th ASC. Tex­ 
as County’s board was fired be­ 
cause it too, felt the program be­ 
longed to the farm ers and not to 
Benson. Lawrence County's ASC 
board ran into trouble, so did B ar­ 
ton County's. 
The em broilm ent, in the main, 
stem s from the fact that Colbert 
has insisted his politically chosen 


office managers to be bosses, not 
the hirelings of the county boards, 
and where the two couldn’t agree, 
the board was fired. The board, un 
der federal law, controls the pro­ 
gram within a given county. But 
that’s under the law, not under 
the Benson and Colbert. 
It was reported this week by 
Leader and Press Washington cor­ 
respondent, Colin Miller, covering 
the Senate subcommittee hearings, 
that the consensus of newsmen's 
opinion, after hearing Colbert testi­ 
fy, was that he would be removed 
for his admitted violations of the 
rules of local autonomy—for not 
permitting farmer - elected repre­ 
sentatives to govern. Yet Benson 
says he is “satisfield,” and that 
he has given the program back to 
the farmers. 
We’ll predict that, even though 
the Democratic formeted “farm 
revolt” may not occur in the farm 
belt this next election, the GOP 
will lose a lot of good Missouri 
farm votes—Republican votes, if 
you please—because of the arrog­ 
ance of Benson and Colbert 
and 
their ASC program.— Springfield

T hat m aker of movies and m al

F act is that exactly three weeks 
ago Reuther spent considerable 
tim e, energy and oratory trying 
to convince the inner circle of 
labor’s political high com mand not 
to back the national Democratic 
ticket if Stevenson or any other 
nominee seeks 
and accepts 
the 
support of the southern Dem ocrats 


in the presidential race. 
The inner circle was meeting in 
the outer sanctum - the downstairs 
conference room of the new AFL- 
CIO headquarters across from the 
White House. Reuther. laid it right 
on the line for such political strate­ 
gists as George Meany, Dave Dub- 
insky, Jack Potofsky, Emil Rieve, 
Max Greenberg and the rest of 
COPE’s high command, including 
its two co-directors, Jack Kroll 
and Jim McDevitt. 
Ruther said, in effect, he was 
opposed to giving a dime or a 
single precinct worker to the na­ 
tional Democratic campaign unless 
the party dumped its southern lead­ 
ers. 
‘The ruts in the middle of the 
political road are filled by the 
Eisenhower 
machine,” 
Reuther 
said with his characteristic 
ma­ 
chine gun delivery. 
“We are not interested in the 
middle - of - the - road approach 
to wooing the south or the Dixie- 
crats. They can bolt the party for 
all I care. I’m talking for the Auto 
Workers and hope you will go a- 
long. We won’t throw in a cent 
if they don’t stop wooing the south. 
The Democrats think the’ve got 
us in their back pocket. Well, they 
haven't nd we ought to sit this 
one out if they don’t listen. 
“ If you w ant to throw money 
into the cam paign for a Senator 
Lehman or Morse, okay, but not 
for the national ticket unless we 
get what we w ant.” 
Then Meany, who presided, look 
Reuther on. 
We’re not going to sit this one 
out. th at’s certain, Meany is re ­ 
ported to have said. W e've got 
a chance to win and we’re going 
to fight. We certainly don't want 
word seeping down to our m em ­ 
bers that w e're going to sit this 
one out. We will lose state, and 
city offices if we stay out of the 
national fight, Meany added. Then 
Reuther retorted with somethin 
about “ toughter bargaining” with 
the D em ocrats and that was that. 


It is too early to give you the 
betting odds on whether this means 
a serious split in labor’s high 
command. If Reuther decided to 
bolt the national Dem ocratic cam- 
Ipaign, it is certain that its presi­ 
dential ticket would lose at least 
Michigan and perhaps two or til re e 
more states. The Auto Union s 
political m achine, with its radio, 
TV and financial accessories, is 
the smoothest in the business. 
Furtherm ore, nothing that labor’s 
high com m and does can bind Reut 
er and the Auto W orkers politically 
-or keep them from bargaining 
high com mand. Reuther hates the 
southern Dem ocrats and wants to 
drive them out of the party - 
if he can. In recent weeks he has 
sharply blasted the southern wing 
of the party as “ a liability” . 
If he pushes this strategy he will 
run right sm ack into some of the 
southern AFL unions. It is not 
generally known outside of Georgia 
for example, that the AFL there 
has endorsed Gov. Herm an Tal- 
m adge for U.S. Senate. Gov. Tal- 
madge, of course, is a leader in 
the fight against desegregation - 
which provokes in Reuther the love 
of a fighting bull for the picador. 
The Georgia AFL support for 
Talm adge was nothing more than 
a brotherly gesture. It could have 
been withheld without hurting Tal­ 
madge in any way. For his op­ 
ponent is a tombstone salesm an 
by the nam e of D. Talm adge Bo­ 
wers - a m an of quixotic whims 
who once ran for president of the 
U.S. 
Reuther is bound to sound off 
against this kind of coalition - and 
may blow the D em ocrats’ cam ­ 
paign sky - high as he tries to 
shake it loose from the south.

“ M ost drivers are decent, law - J 
abiding citizens, whose only traffic { 
faults are inattention, th ou gh tless-’% 
nes or ineptitude,” said N ed ll. 
Dearborn, Council president, “ but 
the speeder, the show-off and the 
drinking driver are potential m ur­ 
derers and they should be treated 
like any other criminal. 
“ You hear people m oan about 
‘unfair’ tactics of police in tripping 
up speeders, drunks and 
other 
traffic offenders. What s unfair a- 
bout it? 
“ Is traffic enforcement a friendly 
gam e between police and woulri-be 
killers, to be played according to 
sporting rules?” Dearborn asked. 
“ Let the police hide behind bill­ 
boards. 
Let them take the 
red 
flashers off their cars. Let them 
use plain automobiles. Do police 
notify a burglar that they’re w ait­ 
ing in the store to catch him when 
he breaks in? 
“ The tim e has come when It not 
only is advisable but necessary for 
traffic police to use every legal 
and legitim ate tactic to m ake our 
highw ays safer.

Obviously Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Benson intends to do nothing 
about the Agricultural stabilization 
and conservation program m ess In 
M issouri, nor w ill he fire Murray 
Colbert of the state ASC com m ittee 
despite Colbert's own adm issions 
this week that he had overstepped 
his bounds. 
Colbert, an overbearing and aut­ 
ocratic political bully, has stirred 
up more trouble in M issouri during 
his tenure than has been reported 
in the other 47 states put together. 
He has even adm itted his guilt. Yet 
Benson declares he is 
perfectly 
“satisfied” with the w ay things are 
going in M issouri, and contends he 
has done a lot to give the program 
back to the farm ers. 


Look at the record. In 15 coun­ 
ties, entire boards 
have 
been 
sum m arily fired, in 
m ost cases 
for refusing to knuckle down to 
the state com m ittee. Trouble of 
serious nature has brewed in at 
least 25 counties. Greene County’s 
own W. H. Pipkin w as ousted for 
daring to speak the truth at a pub­ 
lic m eeting, even though it w asn’t 
a too-critical truth of th ASC. T ex­ 
as County’s board w as fired be­ 
cause it too, felt the program be­ 
longed to the farm ers and not to 
Benson. Lawrence County's ASC 
board ran into trouble, so did Bar­ 
ton County’s. 
The em broilm ent, in the main, 
stem s from the fact that Colbert 
has insisted his politically chosen 


office m anagers to be bosses, not 
the hirelings of the county boards, 
and w here the two couldn’t agree, 
the board was fired. The board, un 
der federal law, controls the pro­ 
gram within a given county. But 
that's under the law, not undor 
the Benson and Colbert. 
It w as reported this w eek by 
Leader and P ress W ashington cor­ 
respondent, Colin M iller, covering 
the Senate subcom m ittee hearings, 
that the consensus of new sm en's 
opinion, after hearing Colbert testi­ 
fy, w as that he would be rem oved 
for his adm itted violations of the 
rules of local autonom y—for not 
perm itting farm er - elected repre­ 
sentatives to govern. Y et Benson 
says he is “ satisfield,” and that 
he has given the program back to 
the farm ers.

Its 
take ran as high as $20,000,000 a 
year in the giant factories. In 
some plants, the bookies us£d big 
steam shovels to pick up bets. 
The Auto Union worked with the

that any rank-and-file duespayer 
or shop steward fired for being 
one of the gambling ring would 
not be protected by the United 
Auto Workers. 
As Walter Reuther put it recent­ 
ly: “ The kind of free labor move­ 
ment that we believe in 
must 
make leadership a sacred trust 
and not an opportunity to feather 
one's nest and make a fast buck. 
If these people want to get rich, 
if they want to make a fast easy 
buck, that's their business, but we 
must insist that they do it outside 
of the American labor movement 
and not inside the American labor 
movement.” 
But these men are the national 
leaders of labor — the publicized 
ones. There are 
many 
unsung 
crusaders inside labor who battle 
tile crooks quietly. 


There is a little fellow with tall 
courage by the name of Sal Hoff­ 
man, leader of the Upholsterers 
Union. Some years ago he set up 
a special court inside the union lo 
whom 
the 
rank-and-filers 
can 
come with complaints if anybody 
moves against their union rights 
This court has on it a panel of 
outstanding public 
figures. 
Any 
union mem ber who want J to ap­ 
peal any decision of any official 
or board of the union can come, 
before the court. On it sit Judge 
Curtis Bok of (he Philadelphia 
Common Pleas Court, Pai l Hcv- 
zog, former chairman of the No­ 
tional Labor Relations Board and 
Assistant Dean of Harvard I ’niver 
sity Graduate School of Public Ad­ 
ministration, Professor N a t h a n 
Fcinsinger of the University of 
Wisconsin,

Cox of Harvard. Father Leo C.

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There are rank-and-filers such 
as my good friends Bill Wilkens 
and Pete Batalias, who were on 
the air with me the night I was 
attacked by an acid hurler and 
who had to have police protection 
while attending their union’s con­ 
vention in Chicago. They have 
contacted other rebels in other 
cities to fight on a national front 
against the toughs and the fronts 
for ex-convicts in the Operating 
Engineers. 
This is a union which has this 
country Iv the throat. A 
union 
whose executive board sat quietly 
by when an older member came 
to it for justic and one official 
kicked him in the stomach. The 
vitim of the kick survived, too. He 
went back home to fight. He calls 
me from time to time to report 
his progress. 
Let me not pass without men­ 
tioning the hundreds of rank-and- 
file longshoremen who risked their 
lives by rallying to Father John 
Corridan’s fight on the New York 
docks. 
Just as the terror is transconti­ 
nental, so is the fight for decency 
inside labor. 
But 
how many kicks in the 
rank-and-file of those unions which 
are like slave centers stand up 
ar dike slave centers stand up 
and roar defiance? When will they 
demand action from their national 
leaders in Washington, from the 
government, from their local dis­ 
trict attorneys 
and f r o m the 
police? 
The mob CAN be 
fought. 
It 
takes 
guts. Like the 
men and 
women who stood with arms fold­ 
ed against the hoods in front *>f 
the hat company back in the 
Thirties. 
But 
remember this. 
Certainly 
labor s national headquarters has 
responsibility. Certainly the gov­ 
ernment, 
the district 
attorneys, 
the police have responsibility. But 
when all is said and reported, so 
does the rar.l.-and-file of Amel I* 
can labor. It must make up its 
mind to stand up like men or 
crawl before the manicured mob. 
Certainly there are decent men 
leading millions in American la­ 
bor. 
But 
there 
are 
convictd 
rapists, 
extortionists, 
hijackers, 
loan sharks, bank robbers, cop 
killers, professional sluggers, gun 
men. knifers, narcotics smugglers, 
alien 
smugglers, 
bookies, 
tax 
dodgers, muggers and perverts as 


well as acid throwers. These an* 
just a few taken from the nation’s 
police blotters. 
And 
unless 
the 
rank-and-file 
fights them, the modern mob may 
some day take over all American 
labor, just as a cancer infiltrates 
through the body. 
Where are the men willing to 
give their decent leaders the sup­ 
port needed to return labor to the 
idalism which motivated the old 
cigar m aker, Sam Gompers? Com- 
pers used to go to the AFL head­ 
quarters many years ago in a pair 
of frayed bedroom slippers be­ 
cause he couldn’t afford to buy 
shoes, though he was president of 
the organization. 
The AFL headquarters was not 
a m arble palace across from the 
White House but an old shack I 
And the AFL president’s desk was 
an empty wooden box. 
That 
financial 
poverty 
isn’t 


n e c e s s a r y today but neither is a 
poverty of idealism. Leaders of 
American labor have to fight for 
decency. And rank-and-file union 
members must rally behind their 
decent officials to throw off the 
yoke of the crime cartel.

With this Sunday school lesson 
we begin a new series of 14 discus­ 
sions of Christian Faith and En- 
couragement. The Scripture selec­ 
tions are taken from what are 
known as the Letters of the New 
Testament - messages written by or 
for the First Christian 
Apostles. 
Some of these Letters were writ­ 
ten specifically, to certain groups; 
others for ill Christians generally, j 
But all of them are messages that! 
have been helpful to Christians of! 
all times and places That is why ! 
they 
re a part of that handbook 
of all Christians, the Holy Bible. 
Scripture selections for the pres­ 
ent lesson study arc taken from 
the Le '.eis of the Apostles Peter 
and .Jude. 
In the First Letter of Peter it 
is specifically stated that the mes­ 
sage was intended especially to 
encourage 
Christians 
living 
in 
Asia Minor and belonging to those 
congregations to whom the Gospel 
of Jesus was preached by Paul and 
other Mis.- ■ manes during the mid­ 
dle of the first century. 
The Christians of that time were 
being subjected to severe persecu­ 
tion. It was during or immediately 
preceding the terrible persecution 
which prevailed during the reign 
of the monstrous Nero. Both Peter 
and Jude suffered martyrdom be­ 
cause they were Christians. It is 
believed that Peter was crucified 
during Nero's persecution. 
Biit Nero’s persecution was most 
severe in Rome, and Peter's Letter 
was addressed to Christians living 
at some distance from the Imperial 
City. Hence Christians were being 
persecuted at other times than dur­ 
ing Nero’s reign and in other places 
than Rome and in other forms than 
those used by the most cruel of all 
the Roman rulers. 
Christians have been persecuted 
in every century, in many lands 
and in many forms. The church has 
grown on persecution; the faith of 
the Christian has been made in­ 
tense because of persecution, and 
the enduring of 
persecution 
has 
been a great source of glory for all 
true followers of the One who suf­ 
fered on a Roman cross and be­ 
came the example for all who were 
to follow as his representatives on 
earth. 
, 
Peter, in his letter, gives es­ 
pecial encouragement to Christian 
slaves. It should be remembered 
that when Peter lived half the peo­ 
ple of the Roman Empire or more 
were actually slaves. These slaves,

These persecuted Christians—and 
nearly all Christians of that time 
were persecuted—certainly needed 
encouragement, and no one 
was 
better qualified to give them need­ 
ed encouragement than were Peter 
and Jude, who had themselves en­ 
dured persecution and would con 
tinue to do so. 
The 
encouragement 
given 
oy 
these 
faithful 
Apostles 
included 
the assurance that being faithful 
to Jesus even during persecution 
would increase 
their 
faith 
and 
make them better Christians. 
Persecution did not end with the 
first century. It still prevails. It 
causes some people to doubt God's 
goodness when they must endure 
suffering for some other act than 
their own. It is easy to understand 
why people should suffer for their 
own wrong doing. But why should 
the Christian suffer unjustly? 
That has been the lot of every 
man and every woman who has 
ever done anything worth while, for 
Christianity or for any other cause. 
Pierre and Marie Curie suffered 
many 
disappointments, 
criticism 
and even ridicule before they dis­ 
covered radium. Cyrus W. Field, in 
the face of great discouragement, 
succeeded in laying a cable across 
the Atlantic Ocean only on his third 
trial. Unjust criticism and persecu­ 
tion has attended the 
multiplied 
thousands of brave men and wom­ 
en who have tried to help human­ 
ity. but such criticism and perse­ 
cution only increased their faith in 
their cause. 
It has always been true of the 
Christian. It is true today.

What brought them together? On 
their first morning they were to­ 
gether because in a city a thous­ 
and miles away men were gather­ 
ing to seek peace for the troubled, 
burdened, perplexed nations of tfic 
world. Women in a Missouri town 
inconspicuous in their small com­ 
munity, could help in that weighty 
endeavor only by their thoughts 


would grow up from their thoughts; 
by their minds opend to God by 
prayer and by obedience to 
the 
movement that would come deep 
in their minds and hearts. It was 
a very little group that gave that 
hour. There had been no news 
of its assembling except a woman- 
to-woman word to a neighbor or 
*a parish-mate. 
At the end of the first hour one 
woman, who had at times felt un­ 
der heavy pressure from the needs 
of individuals and of the com­ 
munity, who knew her own ups 
and downs of faith, who needed 
and wanted the power promised 
where “two or three are gathered 
together in my name” said, “Each 
Wednesday morning I shall be in 
this place, for prayer. I hope oth­ 
ers who feel the need to learn more 
about prayer may come. I need 
the help of others.” 
From that beginning what has 
come?

Scripture selections for the pres­ 
ent lesson study arc taken from 
the Letters of the Apostles Peter 
and Judo. 
In the First Letter of Peter it 
is specifically stated that the mes­ 
sage was intended especially to 
encourage 
Christians 
living 
in 
Asia Minor and belonging to those 
congregations to whom the Gospel 
of Jesus was preached by Paul and 
other Missionaries during the mid­ 
dle of the first century. 
Tho Christians of that tim e were 
being subjected to severe persecu­ 
tion. It was during or immediately 
preceding the terrible persecution 
which prevailed during the reign 
of the monstrous Nero. Both Peter 
and Judo suffered m artyrdom be­ 
cause they were Christians. It is 
believed that Peter was crucified 
during Nero's persecution. 
But Nero's persecution was most 
Severe in Rome, and P eter's Letter 
was addressed to Christians living 
at some distance from the Im perial 
City. Hence Christians were being 
persecuted at other tim es than dur­ 
ing Nero's reign and in other places 
than Rome and in other forms than j 
those used by the most cruel of all 
the Roman rulers. 
Christians have been persecuted 
in every ce n tu ry , in many lands 
and in many forms. The church has 
grown on persecution: the faith of 
the Christian has been made in­ 


causes some people to doubt God’s 
goodness when they m ust endure 
suffering for some other act than 
their own. It is easy to understand 
why people should suffer for their 
own wrong doing. But why should 
the Christian suffer unjustly? 
That has been the lot of every 
man and every woman who has 
ever done anything worth while, for 
Christianity or for any other cause. 
Pierre and M arie Curie suffered 
many 
disappointm ents, 
criticism 
and even ridicule before they dis­ 
covered radium . Cyrus W. F ield, in 
the face of great discouragem ent, 
succeeded in laying a cable across 
the Atlantic Ocean only on his third 
trial.
